Keen has similar feelings 
about the visitors. “lll be 
honest, I really want to beat 
them. Not just because of 
Alec Stock but | also feel it 
would do my club a lot of 
good.” 

But behind those remarks 
lies a deep respect for the 
other's football knowledge. 
Stock, himself knows a thing 
or two about giantkilling, 
having captained non-league 
Yeovil Town when they 
reached the last 16 of the F. 
A. Cup in 1948/49. So his 
team will know what to ex- 
pect. 

After making his name 
with Yeovil, he had spells 
with Orient (manager) and 
Arsenal before taking over as 
Q.P.R. manager in the late 
1950s. 

Keen went to Loftus Road 
in 1958 and within five years 
had been made captain at the 
age of 22. The club had a 
very young side then and 
Stock learned to depend on 
his captain. 

“Mike was my skipper 
through thick and thin. He 
was superb, he had this 
quality of being totally re- 
liable. We won three promo- 
tions and a League Cup and 
you expect a few smacks, But 
he was always there.”

“It never crossed my mind 
to drop him even if he was 
playing badly — and that was 
very rare, The team wouldn't 
have been the same without 
him.” 

Their greatest triumph of 
course, came in 1966-67 
when Q.P.R.. then a Third 
Division club, shocked the 
sporting world by winning 
the Football League Cup in 
the first Wembley final. 


However, this result 
seemed most unlikely at half 
time when they were trailing 
West Bromwich Albion 0-2. 
Both remember the half-time 
dressing room scene as 
though it were yesterday. 


According to Keen, the 
manager walked quietly into 


the room and said, “Look, 
we've had a fair amount of 
the game. All we ve got to do 
now is to sort ourselves out 
and show how well we can 
play. People have been 2-0 
down before and won. Let's 
go out and have a go. It's up 
to you, isn’t it?” 

Notice how Stock finishes 
so many of his statements 
with a question. Keen re- 
marked, “he was leaving the 
ball in our court and we went 
out and won 3-2. Thanks to 
him.” 


But Stock, in turn praised 
his skipper for the way he led 
that second half come-back. 
“That required character 
and the players had it. It also 
needed some inspirational 
leadership — and Mike Keen 
was just the man for the 
task,” he said.

Cherries need a 
big cup boost 


THERE have been a number of bad experiences for AFC 
Bournemouth in recent seasons, and one of these was 
their FA Cup second round exit in their replay with 
Wycombe Wanderers six vears ago. 

That 1974-75 campaign was a bad season, all round, for the 
Cherries. At the end of it they were again relegated to the Fourth 
Division, for the second time, 

But on this occasion it was a “big drop’ with a difference. 
lhis time they stayed down, the club failing to repeat their feat 
of the 1970-71 season when they bounced straight back to 
Division Three at the first attempt. 

Now Bournemouth have become embedded in the lower 
division with only the 1975-76 season — when they figured in the 
promotion race and finished sixth — to highlight their overall 
efforts, 

That doyen of soccer managers Alec Stock arrived at Dean 
Court in January last year, following the resignation of John 
Benson, who is now assistant to another former Bournemouth 
boss, John Bond, at Manchester City. 


Sensational 


Incredibly, in their first match under Stock’s command, a 
Bournemouth side who had been desparately short of scoring 
power slammed seven goals against Doncaster. 

It was sensational stuff, but it did not last, and the Cherries — 
who had already been in difficulties when Stock arrived — 
finished 18th in the table, their lowest ever placing in the Foot- 
ball League. 

Last season they improved to Pith in the final table and, 
during the close-season David Webb was appointed player- 
coach, 


Bournemouth officia 

Many of the present squad are relatively inexperienced. 
Latest recruit from non-League ranks is big centre-half Paul 
Compton, signed for £10,000 from Southern League club 
Trowbridge. 

Webb, who has been bothered by a back injury, stood down 
from the side after Compton's arrival, But the newcomer is cup- 
tied and this will mean a change, perhaps with Webb returning. 

Trevor Morgan was signed from Leytonstone and Ilford in 
September in an effort to add to Bournemouth’s attacking 
strength, 

Despite the current success of Steve Massey, there has heen a 
dire shortage of goals. In their first 20 league matches 
Bournemouth’s total was a mere 16. 

Defensively Bournemouth have done well, with just the oc- 
casional lapse, like the 4-0 defeat at York on the first day of the 
Fourth Division season and, more recently, a 3-0 crash at Bury. 

Kenny Allen, their tall keeper, has attracted other clubs — 
including West Ham — but Bournemouth’'s brightest prospect is

He was in charge of Orient, Queen's Park Rangers, Luton 
and Fulham, besides having a brief spell as manager of Italian 
club Roma. 

He took QPR to a League Cup Final triumph at Wembley, as 
well us guiding the London club from the Third to the First 
Divisions in successive seasons. 

In 1975 Stock was leading a team out at Wembley again — 
this time Fulham in the FA Cup Final against West Ham. 

David Webb started his League career with Orient, as well.
